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(57) Abstract: The present invention relates to a monitor respiration movements device to be used on human and also on animals 
for controlling the respiration movements and specially to control the apnea periods on infants. Furthermore, the present invention 
reduces the mortality rate caused by the sudden infant death syndrome (SIDS). The device includes an accelerometer (2) and a 
microcontroller (3), the accelerometer (2) including a motion detector and a plurality of output plugs (8), the microcontroller (3) 
including a plurality of input sockets (9), where the input sockets (9) receive the output plugs (8) and the microcontroller (3) includes 
signal outputs (10) which are connected to an alarm (4). 
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
